WASHINGTON, Feb. 20—Presi- 
dent Kennedy proposed today a 
$1,800,000,000-a-year program of 
federal aid to education, includ- 
ing funds for school construc- 
tion, increased teacher salaries 
and federal scolarships for high- 
er education. 

In a special message to Con- 
the President said the 
States must make a 
effort to meet the edu- 

needs of the next gen- 
eration. But he added that edu- 
cauion “must remain a matter 
of state and local control.’’ 

Mr. Kennedy set two goals: 
“A new standard of excellence 
in education, and the availablility 
of such excellence to all who are 
willing and able to pursue it.”’

Lists Recommendations. 

To achieve these aims, he 
made these principal recommen- 
dations: 

l. A three-year program of 
general federal assistance for 
construction of public elemen- 
tary and secondary schools and 
for higher teacher salaries, 
with a federal appropriation 
of $666,000,000 in the first year, 
rising to $866,000,000 in the 
third year. 

2. A five-year extension of 
the present federal loan pro- 
gram for college housing, 
principally student dormitories, 
with authority for the Federal 
(sovernment to make $250,000,- 
000 a year in loans at about 
3'% per cent interest. 


3.‘A new federal loan pro- 
gram of academic facilities at 
colleges and universities, in- 
cluding such things as class- 
room buildings, laboratories 
and libraries. This would be a 
five-year program with loan 
authority of $300,000,000 a year 
at the same rate of interest. 

4. A new five-year program 
of federal scholarships to en- 
able deserving, needy high 
school graduates to attend col- 
lege. A total of 25,000 scholar- 
ships would be awarded the 
first year, 37,500 in the second 
year and 50,000 a year there- 
after. 

The scholarships, 
competitive examinations and 
awarded without regard to race, 
creed, color or sex, would have 
a maximum value of $1000 a 
year, with the average $700. For 
each scholarship awarded, the 
college would receive an addi- 
tional $350 to defray educational 
costs.

Two major airlines 
today a three-day ‘wildcat’ 
strike of flight engineers 
forced them to shut down all op 
erations, effective at midnight 
tonight. 


Another airline closed down all 
but its military contract flights 
and still others were forced to 
cut schedules and work forces 
drastically because of the strike. 

By midnight more than 75,000 
workers were expected to have 
received layoff notices from the 
five airlines involved.

CREW OF 13 ROWS 
ASHORE IN 6 HOURS 


WESTPORT, Mass., Feb. 20 
(AP) — The Hilda Garston, a 
fishing vessel homeward bound 
with more than 13,000 pourds of 
scallops after eight days of 
dragging, struck an unidentified 
submerged object in a fog and 
sank yesterday. 

All 13 men aboard the New 
Bedford craft rowed ashore. it 
took the men six hours to reach 
shore. 

The crew. manned the pumps 
until Capt. Joseph Mailette of 

w Bedford broadcast a call 
for help and then ordered the 
ship abandoned. 

The men scrambled into dor- 
ies and rowed about near the 
spot for some time, hoping the 
Coast Guard, or other fisher- 
men who had heard their dis- 
tress signal might pick them up 
there. The fog was so thick the 
Coast Guard could not find the 
boats. 

After the vessel, her keel torn 
loose, sank in 60 feet of water 
two miles off the Buzzards Bay 
lightship, the men rowed some 
seven miles ashore, landing on 
Little Beach in South Dartmouth.

Eastern Airlines, the third 
major line here affected by the 
strike, announced layoffs of 24 
of 137 employes, but said four 
daily flights of two-engine planes 
would be continued. Eastern an- 
nounced also one special daily- 
four-engine flight to the East 

A T.W.A. spokesman said plans 
called for furloughing 100 of 128 
sales and ticket office personnel 
and of 266 of 282 operations 
workers. 

American said 200 of 233 em- 
ployes — all but management 
and supervisory personne! 
would be laid off at midnighto. 

Head Office Directive. 

The discontinuance of service 
followed receipt of directives 
from the airlines’ head offices 
in the East. Earlier today the 
local representatives had said 
some flights of both two- and 
four-engine aircraft would be 
continued as they had since the 
strike started Saturday. 

Of a total of 73 scheduled 
flights by the three lines out of 
St. Louis yesterday, 50 
canceled. Spokesmen 
still larger number 
celed today. 

Of the 23 flights which oper- 
ated yesterday, 14 were of two- 
engine craft and nine of four- 
engine. Flight engineers are re- 
quired only on four-engine ships.

VON BRENTANO 
SAYS BONN MIGHT 
RAISE AID FIGURE 


BONN, Feb. 20 (UPI)—West 
German Foreign Minister Hein- 
rich von Brentano said today 
that Bonn’s proposal to help 
ease the United States dollar 
shortage ‘‘is not the final one.” 

Brentano returned from Wash- 
ington earlier in the day, re- 
ported directly to Chancellor 
Adenauer on his mission to the 
United States, and then appeared 
at a press conference. 

He said he had assured Presi- 
dent Kennedy that Germany 
would raise a cqnsiderable 
amount each year for foreign 
aid. The figure of one billion 
dollars a year mentioned in 
Washington reports was based 
on a misunderstanding, he said. 

Saying that West Germany 
‘should and must do more than 
in the past” in its development 
efforts. Von Brentano said that 
what Germany pays depends ‘‘on 
its financial position at that 
time.”’

unconscious by the force of the 
blast. Both suffered cuts and 
bruises and were admitted to 
Clay County Hospital here. 

Roland Wright of Chicago, a 
cook aboard the train, and Otto 
Butler, 5904 Clemens avenue, St. 
Louis, a waiter, were hurled to 
the floor. They were treated at 
the hospital and released.

BELGIAN KING DISSOLVES 
PARLIAMENT, SETS ELECTION 


BRUSSELS, Feb. 20 (AP) — 
King Baudouin today dissolved 
the Belgian Parliament and or- 
dered new elections March 26. 
Provincial councils also were 
dissolved. 

The dissolution of Parliament 
was the result of the long and 
bitter fight. between Premier 
Eyskens’s Catholic-conservative 
backers and the Socialists over 
Eyskens’s austerity law. The law 
raises some taxes and trims so- 
cial security benefits to offset 
the revenue loss resulting from 
granting The Congo independ- 
ence. 

Despite a prolonged, wide- 
spread Socialist strike, the gov- 
ernment majority, pushed the 
program through Parliament.

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Text of Kennedy’s Message to Congress on Education 


WASHINGTON, 
Feb. 20 (AP). 
Following is the text of Pres- 
ident Kennedy’s message on 
education which was sent to 
congress today: 
UR progress as a nation 
can be no swifter than our 
progress in education. Our 


requirements for world leader- 
ship, our hopes for economic 
growth, and the demands of 
citizenship itself in an era such 
as this all require the maximum 
development of every young 
American's capacity. 

The human mind is our funda- 
mental resource. A _ balanced 
federal program must go well 
beyond incentives for investment 
in plant and equipment. It must 
include equally determined 
measures to invest in human 
beings—both in their basic edu- 
cation and training and in their 
more advanced preparation for 
professional work. Without such 
measures, the Federal Govern- 
ment will not be carrying out 
its responsibilities for expand- 
ing the base of our economic 
and military strength. 

Our progress in education over 
the last generation has been sub- 
stantial. We are educating a 
greater proportion of our youth 
to a higher degree of com- 
petency than any other country 
on earth. One-fourth of our to- 
tal population is enrolled in our 
schools and colleges. This year 
26 billion dollars will be spent 
on education alone. 

Still More Required. 

But the needs of the next gen- 
eration—the needs of the next 
decade and the next school year 
—will not be met at this level of 
effort. More effort will be re- 
quired—on the part of students, 
teachers, schools, colleges and 
all 50 states—and on the part of 
the Federal Government. 


Education must remain a 
matter of state and local con- 
trol, and higher education a | 
matter of individual choice. | 
But education is increasingly 
expensive. Too many state and | 
local governments jack the re- | 
sources to assure an adequate 
education for every child. Too | 
many classrooms are over- | 
crowded. Too many teachers 
are underpaid. Too many tal- | 
ented individuals cannot afford | 
the benefits of higher educa- | 
tion. Too many academic in- 
stitutions cannot afford the 
cost of, or find room for, the 
growing numbers of students 
seeking admission in the ’60s. 

Our twin goals must be: A 
new standard of excellence in 
education—and the availability 
of such excellence to all who 
are willing and able to pursue 
it. 

I. ASSISTANCE TO PUBLIC 
ELEMENTARY AND _ SEC- 
ONDARY SCHOOLS. 

A successful educational sys- 
tem requires the proper balance, 
in terms of both quality and 
quantity, of three elements: 
Students, teachers and facili- 
ties. The quality of the students 
depends in large measure. on 
both the quality and the relative 
quantity of teachers and facili- 
ties. : 

Throughout the 1960s there 
will be no lack in the quantity of 
students. An average net gain 
of nearly 1,000,000 pupils a year 
during the next 10 years will 
overburden a school system al- 
ready strained by well over 500,- 
000 pupils in curtailed or half- 
day sessions, a school system 


financed largely by a property | 


tax incapable of bearing such an 


increased load in most communi- | 


ties. 
More Pay for Teachers. 
But providing the quality and 
quantity of teachers and facili- 


ties to meet this demand will be | 


major problems. Even today, 
there are some 90,000 teachers 
who fall short of full certifica- 
tion standards. Tens of thou- 
sands of others must attempt to 
cope with: classes of unwieldy, 
size because there are insuf- 
ficient teachers available. 

We cannot obtain more and 
better teachers — and our chil- 
dren should have the best — 
unless steps are taken to in- 
crease teachers’ salaries. At 
present salary levels, the class- 
room cannot compete in finan- 
cial rewards with other profes- 
sional work that requires simi- 
lar academic background. 

It is equally clear that we do 
not have enough classrooms. In 
order to meet current needs and 
accommodate increasing enroll- 


ments, if évery child is to have | 


the opportunity of a full-day edu- 


cation in an adequate classroom, | 


a total of 600,000 classrooms 
must be constructed during the 
next 10 years. 

These problems are common 


to all states, They are partic- | 
ularly severe in those states | 
which lack the financial re- 
sources to provide a better edu- 


cation, regardless of their own 
efforts. Additional 


educational need, where eco- 


nomic or social circumstances | 


impose special burdens and op- 


portunities on the public school. | 
These areas of special education- | 
al need include our depressed | 
areas of chronic unemployment |

Based essentially on the bill 
which passed the Senate last 
year (S. 8), although beginning 
at a more modest level of ex- 
penditures, this program would 
assure every state of no less 
than $15 for every public school 
student in average daily attend- 
ance, with the total amount ap- 
propriated ($666,000,000 being au- 
thorized in the first year, rising 


to $866,000,000 over a three-year | 
period) distributed according to 


the equalization formula con- 
tained in the last year’s Senate 


bill, and already familiar to the | 


Congress by virtue of its similar- 
ity to the formulas contained in 
the Hill-Burton hospital construc- 
tion and other acts. Ten per 
cent of the funds allocated to 
each state in the first year, and 
an equal amount thereafter, is 
to be used to help meet the 
unique problems of each state’s 
“areas of special educational 
need’’—depressed areas, slum 
neighborhoods and others. 

| Will Be Incentive. 

This is a modest program with 
ambitious goals. The sums in- 


volved are relatively small when 
_we think in terms of more than 


36,000,000 public school children, 
and the billions of dollars neces- 
sary to educate them properly. 
Nevertheless, a limited begin- 
ning now — consistent with our 
obligations in other areas of re- 
sponsibility—will encourage all 
states to expand their facilities 
to meet the increasing demand 
and enrich the quality of educa- 
tion offered, and gradually assist 
standards to a national level. 
The bill which will follow 
this message has been careful- 
ly drawn to eliminate dispro- 
portionately large or small in-, 
equities, and to make the max- 
imum use of a limited number 
of dollars. In accordance with 
the clear prohibition of the 
Constitution, no elementary or 
secondary school funds are al- 
located for constructing church 
schools or paying church 
school teachers’ salaries; and 
thus non-public school children 
are rightfully not counted in 


determining the funds each 
state will receive for its public 
schools. Each state will be ex- 
pected to maintain its own ef- 
fort or contribution; and every 
state whose effort is below the 
national average will be ex- 
pected to increase that propor- 
tion of its income which is de- 
voted to public elementary and 
secondary education. 

This investment will pay rich 
dividends in the years ahead—in 
increased economic growth, in

The national interest requires 
an educational system on the 
college level sufficiently financed 
and equipped to provide every 
student with adequate physical 
facilities to meet his instruction- 
al, research and _ residential 
needs.

(1) Extend the current col- 
lege housing loan program 
with a five-year $250,000,000-a- 
year program designed to meet 
the Federal Government's ap- 
propriate share of residential 
housing for students and facul- 
ty.

(2) Establish a new, though

Ill. ASSISTANCE TO COL- 
LEGE AND UNIVERSITY STU- 
DENTS. 

This nation a century or so 
ago established as a basic ob- 
jective the provision of a good 
elementary and secondary school 
education to every child, regard- 
less of means. In 1961, patterns 
of occupation, citizenship and 
world affairs have so changed 
that we must set a higher goal. 
We must assure ourselves that 
every talented young person who 
has the ability to pursue a pro- 
gram of higher education will be 
able to do so if he chooses, re- 
gardless of his financial means. 

Today private and public schol- 
arship and loan programs estab- 
lished by numerous states, pri- 
vate sources and the student 
loan program under the National 
Defense Education Act are mak- 
ing substantial contributions to 
the financial needs of many who 
attend our colleges. But they 


still fall short of 
that must be done 
one-third of our brightest high 
school graduates are unable to 
go to college principally for fi 
nancial reasons. 

Scholarship Program. 

While I shall subsequently ask 
the Congress to amend and ex 
pand the student loan and other 
provisions of the National De- 
fense Education Act, it is clear 
that even with this program 
many talented but needy stu- 
dents are unable to assume fur- 
ther indebtedness in order to 
continue their education. 

I therefore recommend the 
establishment of a five-year 
program with an initial av-

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Rake a New Look at Bread: It Has Possibilities

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Seasoned bread loaves not only add flavor to a meal; they are also “good theatre” when 
Served with flair. Prepare them mow in the kitchen range, over hot coals during the 


barbecue season.

THROUGH THE AGES bread has been one of man’s basic 
foods, go basic that it is known as ‘“‘the staff of life.’’ Unfortu- 
nately, all too often it’s taken for granted and looked upon as 
merely a dull necessity. Take a new long look at it and you will 
discover it has great potentials for adding interest to an other- 
wise uninspired menu—a point not be underestimated when 
looking for ways to brighten Lenten meals. 


It has been estimated that 
Americans eat an average of 
five slices, or about one-fourth 
pound, of bakery bread per capi- 
ta each day. More than 95 per 
cent purchase white bread, ac- 
cording to a survey by the United 
States Department of Agricul- 
ture. The most obvious way to 
add interest to the daily bread 
bas.et is to serve whole wheat, 
rye or one of the cther dark 
breads so p~ salar with Euro- 
peans. If white bread is still 
your preference, try one of the 
wonderfully crusty varieties as 
a@ change from the usual loaf. 


The breads available in mar- 
kets and bakeries today certainly 
should not be taken for granted; 
they are the end result of a 
“quiet miracle’ that has taken 
place in America. 


This year, 1961, marks the 
twentieth anniversary of the en- 
richment program through which 
three B-vitamins and iron are 
added to flour, bread, macaroni, 
Yice, cornmeal and other foods. 
These vitamins and minerals add 
no calories and do not change 
food color or flavor, but nutrition- 
fists agree that the enrichment 
formula has made a definite con- 
tribution to the improvement of 
public health since the advan- 
tages of enriched flour and bread 
@re today a common heritage 
available to all. 


Proper Storage. 


‘To enjoy at their best the good 
breads so freély available today, 
it is ecw that they be prop- 
ely cared for at home. Wrapped 

or packaged rolls should 
Be left in original wrappers; 
bread or rolls unwrapped when 
purchased should be wrapped in 
Moisture-vapor proof papers or 
placed in a moisture-resistant 
bag before storing. (Exceptions 
dre hard or crisp-crusted breads 
end rolls, which are best when 
éaten immediately.) 
“Bread may be stored in the 
refrigerator, especially during 
hot weather, to retard the bcxaalen 


of mold but it is true that refrig- 
eration temperatures step up 
staling. 

For freezer storage, bread 
should be placed in cabinets at 
zero degrees or lower. When 
ready to use, unwrap and thaw 
bread at room. temperature. 
Heat, uncovered, in a hot oven 
for about five minutes and serve 
immediately. It is important to 
remember that freezing stale or 
partially stale bread will not re- 
store its freshness. 

Properly wrapped bread may 
be stored quite satisfactorily at 
room temperature in a clean, 
dry, ventilated storage unit, con- 
tainer or drawer. Of course such 
units should not be near any- 
thing which would produce heat 
(ranges radiators, water heat- 
ers, clothes driers, etc.) as tem- 
peratures above 80 degrees will 
foster mold growth. Bread boxes 
should be washed thoroughly 
every week without fail (baking 
soda dissolved in warm water is 
excellent for this purpose). Be 
sure no crumbs remain, and that 
the box is well dried before using 
it again. 

Seasoned Loaves. 

One of the simplest methods of 
centering interest on the bread 
course is to serve a seasoned 
loaf. Admittedly, the picture of 
the Herb Loaf was designed to 
be ‘‘good theater’ rather than an 
idea to be interpreted literally. 
We aren’t suggesting that you go 
quite this far in bringing drama 
to the family dinner table, but 
the loaf will be quite as delicious 
served less spectacularly. 

Herb Loaf. 

Three (three and one-fourth 
ounce) loaves brown-and-serve 
French bread.

Their crispy 
texture complements soft foods 
such as scrambled eggs for 


brunch, or creamed dishes for 


luncheon or supper. 

They couldn't be simpler to 
prepare. Cookie cutters form 
rounds and circles from slices of 
bread. These are brushed with 
milk, stacked together, coated 
with shortening then placed in 
the oven until they are toasty 
brown. 

Bread Patty Shells. 
Eighteen slices enriched bread 
Four tablespoons milk. 

Two tablespoons melted short- 
ening or butter. 

Use three slices of bread for 
each patty shell. Cut each slice 
into a “round” with a large 
cookie cutter. Cut centers from 
12 “rounds” with a smaller 
cookie cutter to form ‘‘circles.’’ 

Brush the top side of the 
“rounds” and both sides of the 
“circles” with milk. Stack two 
“circles” on one “‘round’’ to form 
a patty shell. Brush top, side 
and center of each patty shell 
with shortening. 


Place shells and centers on a 
greased cookie sheet. Bake in a 
hot oven (400 degrees) for 10 
minutes, or until shells are crisp 
and lightly browned. Serve with 
creamed foods. Top the filled 
patty shell with the center.

Fondue for Fun. 


Fondue, served bubbling hot 
from chafing dish or warra earth- 
enware casserole, is a treat for 
which we are indebted to the 
Swiss. It is a “fun” type of dish; 
the crowd gathers around and 
each guest spears a fat chunk of 
French bread on a fork, then 
gives it a quick twist in the 
cheese mixture. The flavor, a 
blending of soft melted Swiss 
cheese and a light dry wine, is 
superb. 

Fondue has been the heart of 
“after-ski” parties for years but, 
while it is the perfect climax for 
cold weather sports, it will be 
equally welcome on many an- 
other occasion.

Start with bread cubes and a 
custard base, then add flavor- 
ings, fruits or nuts to please 
your fancy. 

The handsome one pictured 
here is flavored with unsulphur- 
ed molasses and cinnamon; the 
spicy aroma as it bakes is an 
invitation in itself to enjoy this 
winter treat. 


Molasses .Bread Pudding. 


Two and one-fourth cups bread 
eubes.

One-eighth teaspoon salt.

$77,278,690 IN 
SURPLUS ITEMS 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 20 (AP) 
—Surplus property for which the 
Federal Government paid $77,- 
278,690 was made available to 
the states in the last quarter of 
1960. 

Real property accounted for 
$1,969,756 and personal proper- 
ty for $75,308,940. Secretary of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
Abraham Ribicoff announced the 
totals yesterday in making his 
quarterly report to Congress on 
the department’s surplus pro- 
gram. 

The property was made avail- 
able for use in educational, pub- 
lic health and civil defense pur- 
poses. It includes such items as 
school and hospital building 
sites, buildings suitable for col- 
lege dormitories or faculty hous- 
ing, automobiles, furniture, 
tools, motion picture projectors, 
laboratory equipment and office 
supplies. 

Missouri received $747,299 per- 
sonal property but no real prop- 
erty. Illinois received $2,183,009 
and Arkansas $629,719 in per- 
sonal property. 


COLLEGES NEED MORE 


ADD, SAYS FR. REINERT 


By a Special Correspondent of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

LOS ANGELES, Feb. 29 — 
Higher tuition and more federal 
aid will be needed in the next 
few years to assure that the na- 
tion’s colleges are adequately fi- 
nanced, the Very Rev. Paul C. 
Reinert S.J., president of St 


Louis University, said here to. | 


day. 

Father Reinert, delivering the 
Ledesma Lecture at Loyola Uni- 
versity, asserted that nine bil- 
lion dollars will be needed to 
keep the nation’s higher educa- 
tion “in high gear” by 1970 
compared with about $3,500,- 
000,000 spent annually now. 


Higher tuition and increased | 


federal aid were two of five 
“new frontiers” which must be 
opened to “furnish higher edu- 
cation in the necessary quantity 
and quality to the youth of 
America,” he said. 

Other areas fom which finan- 


cial support or savings must 
come, he declared, are in- 
creased alumni and corporate 
gifts, better planning and more 
efficient services within the col- 
leges. 

Installment-Plan Loans. 


On tuition, he contended that 
“students must carry their fair 
share of the real cost of their 
education.” He suggested that 
students make more use of the 
installment plan, by which they 
borrow money to be paid back 


| after graduation. 


Federal aid, which must be 


‘Increased to maintain quality 


in the face of rising enrollments 
and costs, should be used only 
for high priority needs, he said. 


|Top priority should be given to 


matching grants for the con- 
struction of academic facilities. 
he added. 


“We must think of seeking 
about $2.7 billion annually from 
the federal government by 1970,” 
he said. He predicted that state 
contributions to higher education 
will fall off proportionately. 

Alumni and corporate contri- 
butions in recent years have 
shown a “gratifying increase,”’ 
he said, but still more must 
some. This area of fund-raising 
is a new and _Telatively unex- 


- a — 


plored frontier, he said. 

He declared that business and 
industry must recognize their 
responsibility to higher educa 
tion and be shown that they 
“are very specifically and di- 
rectly involved in the fate of 
our colleges.” 

Proposes Surveys. 


Without stating areas in whic! 
he thought colleges could save 
money by being more efficient, 
he suggested studies on  stu- 
dent-teacher ratio, justification 
of certain courses, scheduling of 
classroom space and the use of 
tri-mesters 

In the field of planning, he 
stated there is an urgent need 
for regional and state planning 
commissions to study the needs 
of the area and to evaluate the 
total resources available. “‘Sure- 
ly it is unwise for all institutions 
to attempt to offer detailed 
courses in all areas of knowl- 
edge,”’ he remarked. 

‘Without exploration of these 
financial frontiers, we are 
doomed to mediocrity. With 
such exploration, we will be able 
to attract and hold college pro- 
fessors, the key men in Ameri- 
ca’s future. We will be in the 
best possible position to provide 
a quality education to the youth 
of America.

Did Somebody Err? 

As each day goes by, I keep ask- 
ing myself, “‘Who can I blame for 
the fact that my home, as well as 
approximately 300 other homes in 
my neighborhood are destined to be 
flooded over as result of the Flood 
Protection Project sponsored by the 
City of St, Louis and being built by 
the Corps of Engineers?”’ 

My home is in Hathaway Hills 
No. 8, between Bellefontaine Road 


and Maline Creek, just two blocks 


north of the city limits of St. Louis. 
I have just heard that Congress 
has allocated another $8,000,000 for 
this project to protect the City of 
St. Louis. But what about those 
of us who live just outside the 
city? Don’t we have anything to 
say about what is being planned 
for us; the possible destruction of 
our homes which represents our 
life’s savings? 

Why was this area permitted to 
be developed when in 1948, at the 
time the Corps of Engineers ini- 
tiated their planning for the St. 
Louis Flood Protection Project, it 
was considered as’ a creek flood 
plain? I’m beginning to think that 
the development of our subdivision 
is an encroachment on this flood 
plain, and the result of inadequate 
zoning. 

And did the Veterans Administra- 
tion have information about this 
project when they approved my G.I. 
loan in 1954, as well as many other 
loans, and if so, on what basis was 
determination made? And the same 
question applies to the FHA, 

What it all boils down to is, that 
we are paying taxes so the Gov- 
ernment can allocate money for this 
project so that approximately $5,- 
000,000 worth of property can be set 
up for destruction. That’s what I 
call throwing money down the 
And when I say “drain,” 
I’m speaking literally, because 
there will be approximately 23 
pumping stations along this entire 
stretch of levees and flood walls to 
pump the city’s storm sewers and 
sanitary sewers into the river when 
it rises high enough to prevent nor- 
mal flow of such sewers. 

What I’d like to think is—that 
enough responsible people will co- 
ordinate their efforts in getting 
Congress to alter the present plans 
for destruction of my property and 
my neighbors’ property.

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The Last Resort 

Gov. Dalton is ‘entitled to a favorable re- 
sponse to his appeal for public support of his 
tax program. The probable alternative is a 
sales tax increase, which ought to be con- 
sidered as a last resort, but is already being 
considered by some legislators. 

These legislators make two points. One is 
that Gov. Dalton’s budget does not provide 
enough funds despite a generous increase of 
121 million dollars in general revenue for the 
biennium. The budget falls short of per- 
mitting the full planned start on a program 
to end pathetic conditions in state mental 
health work. There is no provision for aid 
for junior eojleges, for distribution of sur- 
plus food to the needy, for other worthy 
causes or for emergencies of any kind. 


Moreover, this closely-calculated budget 
absolutely depends on use of five millions 
of the state reserve fund and an estimated 
26-million-dollar windfall from starting in- 
come tax withholding in the same year that 
the previous year’s taxes are collected. These 
are only temporary revenue increases. Mis- 
souri will have to consider further tax rises 
two years hence whatever it does now. 


Senator Spradling of Cape Girardeau be- 
lieves that this Legislature may have to con- 
sider a higher sales tax. At least 20 states 
have a higher levy than Missouri’s. The Sen- 
ate president pro tem suggests that raising 
the tax from 2 to 2% per cent would bring 
in an additional 30 millions a year.

This money would be’sufficient for the full 
requirements of mental health and for emer- 
gencies and could prevent depletion of the 
state reserve. But it would be sufficient only 
if the Legislature also accepted Gov. Dalton’s 
proposals for state income tax withholding 
and higher cigarette and liquor-beer levies. 


What should be clearly understood is that 
a half-cent sales tax increase alone would not 
finance the desired improvements in the 
Governor’s budget. As against the 26-to-30 
millions the sales tax increase might yield, 
Gov. Dalton’s proposals for income tax with- 
holding and higher cigarette and liquor-beer 
levies would yield 21 millions a year. The 
difference is not enough to justify using the 
sales tax as a substitute for the Governor’s 
plan if the intent is to provide fully for mental 
health and other enlarged services. 

The real question, then, is what comes first. 
Mental health officials have made a strong 
case for increasing the Governor’s budget for 
this function, and perhaps the Legislature 
will agree. But is it not wise first to finance 
what he proposed, and then to impose addi- 
tional taxes if needed to finance additional 
expenditures? The sales tax should be in- 
creased only after the income taz is fully 
collected through withholding, and only after 
beer, liquor and cigarette tares have been 
increased. 

Missouri’s 2-cents-a-package cigarette tax is 
one of the two lowest in the nation. Two 
thirds of the 45 states imposing cigarette 
taxes have rates of 5 cents or more. Gov. 
Dalton’s plan for a 4-cent tax would leave the 
rate lower than in most states. 


Missouri liquor levies also are low. They 
come to 80 cents a gallon on distilled spirits. 
Only one state with a comparable tax charges 
less; 30 states charge more. The Illinois rate 
is $1.52. A 50 per cent increase, as the Gov- 
ernor suggests, would leave Missouri’s rate 
lower than that. 

Nor do the facts support the contention 
that a similar increase in the beer tax would 
injure Missouri’s competitive position as a 
beer producer. The present rate is 62 cents 
a barrel, one of the three lowest in the na- 
tion. If it were raised to 93 cents, it would 
still be far lower than most state beer taxes. 
Wisconsin, a principal competitor, imposes a 
tax of $1 a barrel. 

Finally, the recommendation for income 
tax withholding involves no tax increase at 
all, but simple justice. Twenty states have 
adopted the pay-as-you-go system as a means 
of halting evasion and raising additional 
revenue without raising tax rates. Surely 
Missourians will want to know that present 
taxes are being collected fully and fairly be- 
fore consenting to higher levies. 


If a sales tax increase is to be considered, 
it ought to be considered in addition to these 
recommendations, it ought to be kept to a 
minimum, and it ought to be placed last on 
the legislative tax agenda. Gov. Dalton’s 
program deserves first priority. 


No. 36 for Mr. McNary 


For the thirty-sixth time in little more than 
two years, Supervisor McNary has approved 
a rezoning in which the Council. has either 
overridden the County Planning Commission 
or ignored it altogether. 

This one involved the downgrading from 
residential to commercial of a tract near 
Hazelwood High School on which both the 
Council and Mr. McNary carefully avoided 
asking the Commission’s advice. It also is 
notable because for once Mr. McNary and 
the Council made a stab at justifying their 
positions. 

In its original form the rezoning would 
have covered 106 acres. The Commission rec- 
ommended it be disapproved for the reason 
that highways leading to the area were inade- 
quate to handle expected traffic, and because 
there were other areas nearby already zoned 
for commercial use. The promoters then cut 
their scheme to 70 acres and again the Com- 
mission said Nod. Back came the promoters 
with a 29-acre scheme and the Council ran 
it through without reference to what the 
planners thought. 

Mr. McNary said the 29-acre plan would 
be a “convenience to nearby residents,” al- 
though many of them organized against the 
“convenience.” He said it would expand the 
county’s tax base and create jobs. But so 
would a shopping center on land already 
zoned for that use. As the planners told the 
Council last March, within a one-mile radius 
of this particular tract there were 154.8 acres 
in eight locations zoned for commercial use. 

Mr. McNary declared that “we have out- 
grown the days of ‘government by petition’ 
or pressure groups in making day-to-day de- 
cisions.” It all depends upon whose petition 
and whose pressure he wants to outgrow. In 
this case the petition and pressure of one 
promoter took precedence over the petition 
of several hundred householders who objected 
to their neighborhood being pock-marked 
with incompatible land use. 

Every piece of spot-zoning hurts the com- 
munity, This thirty-sixth injury was accom- 
plished by evasion of duly-constituted plan- 
ning advisers, and justified by cant. It stands 
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as a depressing monument to the disregard 
of proper planning in the county since Mr, 
McNary’s Democrats took office. 


Bonn Picks Up Its Part 

President Kennedy has made a long step 
toward checking the irritating outflow of 
American gold and redressing our balance of 
payments, one of the problems on his desk 
when he entered the White House. In Wash- 
ington conversations, German Foreign Minis- 
ter von Brentano has agreed that his govern- 
ment will undertake a long-range foreign aid 
program. This is expected to run to about a 
billion dollars a year, thus lifting a corres- 
ponding American burden. 

The Eisenhower Administration first 
turned to economically revived West Ger- 
many with the same purpose, but former 
Treasury Secretary Anderson proved some 
what inept in Bonn. The subsequent gestpre 
made by the Germans to the new Administra- 
tion was unsatisfactory. When President Ken- 
nedy said this quite bluntly, Chancellor 
Adenauer was stirred to action. Yon Bren- 
tano was sent to Washington posthaste. And 
now a better plan is in hand, although final 
judgment must be withheld until details are 
worked out. ; 

What needs to be emphasized—as the Ken- 
nedy Administration has emphasized it— is 
that the United States is not a supplicant for 
help. We can take care of ourselves. Such 
trouble as we have encountered stems from 
our help to others. That help was freely 
granted when it was essential to the recovery 
of war-shattered nations. We do not regret 
it. We say only that nations which now are 
prosperous should take on their share of the 
job of helping the underdeveloped. We sim- 
ply cannot be expected to carry the whole 
load time without end. Bonn apparently sees 
the point. 


Example in Illinois 

While Missouri’s Gov. Dalton hesitates 
about providing the state’s share of the cost 
of distributing federal surplus foods, Gov. 
Kerner of Illinois has been outlining a long- 
range program to reverse the economic down- 
turn in the southern portion of his state. 

Alive to the immediate emergency, he told 
the Southern Illinois Conference on Indus- 
trial Attraction that he would push such 
projects as the construction of Interstate 
Route 57, the building of a new state prison 
at Vienna, and schools for the mentally re- 
tarded while asking Washington to step up 
its plans for a new federal prison. He also 
will ask Washington to start a new highway 
through Illinois to St. Louis. These projects, 
of course, mean jobs and not merely relief. 

Gov. Kerner said he will recommend to the 
legislature the establishment of an [Illinois 
Industrial Development Authority, modelled 
on a similar agency in Pennsylvania, to facili- 
tate the long-range redevelopment of the 
region. And he will urge the legislators to 
authorize state banks to participate in small 
business investment corporations. 

This will take time, but it is in line with 
Gov. Kerner’s philosophy that “it is a stupid 
practice to spend millions for relief and un- 
employment compensation and only pennies 
to help people get back to work.” Missouri 
needs long-range as well as_ short-range 
measures, too. And it is to be hoped that 
Gov. Kerner’s example will persuade Gov. 
Dalton, with all respect for prudence, to gear 
the pace of action to the needs which must 
be met. 


Objections to Prof. Reischauer 


One would think that Prof. Edwin O. 
Reischauer of Harvard would make an ideal 
Ambassador to Japan. He was born in Japan, 
speaks Japanese fluently,-is an authority on 
Japan and the Far East, and is married to a 
member of one of Japan’s first families. 
Moreover, he has had previous State Depart- 
ment experience. 

Yet there are reports from Tokyo that 
Prof. Reischauer, who may be named by 
President Kennedy to the top Far East diplo- 
matic post, is opposed by some Japanese con- 
servatives. Their misgivings were expressed 
in this way by the independent newspaper 
Mainichi (which dismissed the fears as 
groundless): “Some say that as a scholar 
Reischauer is likely to cultivate friendship 
with Socialists and other intellectuals” op- 
posed to Prime Minister Ikeda’s pro-American 
regime, 

Prof. Reischauer was critical, as he had 
every right to be, of United States ineptitude 
in events leading up to the cancellation of 
President Eisenhower's visit to Japan early 
last summer. But he is on record as support- 
ing the United States-Japan security treaty 
and we doubt that his appointment would 
give comfort to pro-Communist groups op- 
posed to the pact. He seems eminently quali- 
fied for the post and we hope the majority of 
Japanese officials is not. as short-sighted as 
the conservative group opposing him. 


Loans to Medical Siudenits 

More doctors, dentists and nurses are 
needed in the United States even without the 
demand for professional services which would 
follow adoption of President Kennedy’s old 
age health program. The fact that medical 
education has not kept pace with the growth 
in population was in the President’s mind 
when he urged the establishment of 20 new 
medical schools and 20 new dental schools 
as well as the expansion of present facilities 
in the next 10 years. 

To make this program meaningful, he also 
recommended scholarship grants of as much 
as $2000 a year to 25 per cent of the stu- 
dents, as well as additional cost-of-education 
grants to the schools. The high cost of educa- 
tion makes help to students virtually manda- 
tory, yet the argument is being made in and 
out of Congress that this aid need not take 
the form of outright grants. Loans are sug- 
gested instead. Their repayment could create 
a revolving fund for aid to succeeding stu- 
dents. Thus the money appropriated to train 
a doctor would be returned time and again 
to train still more doctors. | 

In general, the suggestion is a sensible one. 
Since the medical profession is remunerative 
——and properly so—there really is no reason 
why a doctor, once established in practice, 
should not over a number of years pay back 
the cost of his education. Since it is difficult 
to recruit staff members for under-financed 


institutions, the debt might be forgiven those” 


who enter such service for an agreed number 


of years. Such a loan arrangement would 


reduce the cost of medical education for the 
taxpayer and thus make the plan much more 
acceptable to Congress. |

SOUTH BEND, Ind., Feb. 20— 
George Keogan, a famous Notre 
Dame basketball coach, started 
it, Dukes Duford of St. Louis re- 
newed it, Eddie Hickey and 
Moose Krause interrupted it, and 
now John Benington and Johnny 
Jordan are getting it going 
again.

Mr. Krueger earned $1400 out 
of the 1903 series, but never was 
paid as much as $2000 a season 
He liked to explain, comparing 
then and now,. that even such 
stars as his friend and teamn- 
mate, Honus Wagner, and the 
best pitcher he ever faced, Cy 
Young, were paid only $2400 
each, an early-day salary limit 

After his baseball career Mr 
Krueger was a plant engineer 
for an ice company here. He is 
survived by his wife and a son, 
Norbert. Another son, Paul, was 
killed in World War II.

Further, Betcke -would re- 
duce the value of the field goal 
from three points to two in pro 
football, arguing with consid- 
erable logic:

A team that doesn’t al- 
low its opponents to pass be- 
yond its 35-yard line still gets 
beat at times by four or five 
field goals.

Refining Talent 


Of Nichols and May 


NEW YORK, Feb. 20. 

ELAINE MAY AND MIKE NICHOLS I first saw in the 
Den, a night club roughly 100 feet below street level and pitch 
black, smoky, hot, and terribly crowded. I was elated. This 
follows the George S. Kaufman law that the thrill of discovery 
of new talent is exactly proportionate to how far below street 
level you go to find it. 

Since that time, I have watched them progress to street 
level—the Blue Angel to be exact—which in their personal 
fortunes is roughly equivalent to a young coal miner being 
promoted to vice president. Now they’re on Broadway, filling 
a whole theater, at top prices. This is not only gratifying to 
them but also, I think, significant of the changes that are 
happening in show business. 


Nichols and May are still largely doing the same 
numbers they did down below the street level and this 
is a little disquieting. It’s very easy to grow into 
Sophie Tucker in this business, That is, you do the 
same act for 30 years and audience dutifully applauds 
(or even laughs) and the performer misconstrues this 
laughter or applause for approval. It isn’t. It’s merely 
force of habit. Or worse, a form of politeness, like 
applauding the end of the Fourth of July speech be- 
cause it’s the thing to do. 


However, even the familiar numbers have grown and 
elaborated and deepened. Every word, every tone, every pause 
is enchantingly right, and a skit can be both mocking and 
tender. That requires a high degree of artistry, both as creator 
and performer (and they are both). 

Nichols and May do a bit from Pirandello and here, they 
are venturing into deeper waters, which is not only what they 
should do but must do if they are to reach their full stature. 
This is an incredible skit, as Broadway skits go, in its 
sophistication and in its daring. It starts with Nichols and 
May playing a couple of kids, brother and sister. The boy is 
ill. What shall we play? They quarrel, a brother-and-sister 
type quarrel over what to play, each ruling out the other one. 
Finally, they decide to play Mommy and Daddy and they 
play Mommy and Daddy, quarreling. 

Then, right before your eyes, they become Mommy and 
Daddy—the voices change, the degree of sophistication be- 
comes terrifyingly adult, breath-takingly real. The two great 
theatrical miracles of the season are Zero Mostel turning 

into a rhinoceros and Nichols and May turning from children 
into adults right in front of your eyes. 

What is especially remarkable is the degree of sophistica- 
tion Nichols and May require of their audiences and, what's 
more, get. For instance, in their celebrated close they im-

of show business) and the particular style they did this night, 
shouted from the audience, was James Joyce. It's a lot to 
ask of Nichols and May to improvise (though they have been 
doing this for years) the style of any author, but what is large- 
ly forgotten is that it’s a lot to ask of an audience to appreci- 
ate and laugh and respond to every nuance, every satiric 
thrust, of a parody of an author who is still considered not 
only avant garde but is largely unread. 


Or, to repeat a theme I have stated before here and will 
again, I think the audience has got way ahead of the pro- 
fessional Broadway crowd and way ahead of the theater 
critics who are frighteningly conventional. In every drama or 
in any theatrical experience there is the big moment of recog- 
nition, of change, the moment of peril and triumph (or dis- 
aster), the moment where Katherine Cornell gets up and 
walks in “The Barretts of Wimpole Street” (or Ralph Bellamy 
in ‘“Campobello’”’) or little Patty Duke breaks through the 
sound barrier in “‘The Miracle Worker.” 


But increasingly, the degree of variety and difference, of 
the way that moment of change and growth is expressed, 
expected by the audience has grown and I think for a very 
good reason. I think audiences are much smarter than ever 
before simply because of the enormous quantity of theatrical 
experience they have absorbed. Radio, movies, television, 
theater—your average theater goer has absorbed an enormous 
amount of all kinds of dramatic experience and that’s why—I 
think—he’s ready and anxious for something deeper, more 
hip, more wild, more unconventional. In short, he’s way ahead 
of the average author or director. It takes something like 
Zero Mostel changing into a rhinoceros or Nichols and May 
changing from innocent children to frighteningly corrupt and 
decadent adults really to thrill them in the true dramatic 
sense. They’ve seen everything else. 


The conventional ‘wisdom (to borrow a phrase 
from Galbraith) is that Nichols and May belong in 
night clubs, not on Broadway. (This is said also of 
Carol Channing.) My own feeling is, that Broadway 
ought to start thinking deeply why the greatest cre- 
ative forces are breaking away from conventional 
molds, conventional dramatic forms, into improvisa- 
tion, into direct talk with the audience (the straight 
aside of ‘“‘The Hostage,” “Taste of Honey,” “The Con- 
nection’’). 


In a six-minute skit Nichols and May really wrap up the 
theme and the idea and the emotional experience. Do we need 
three acts? Years ago, plays had four or five acts. In the last 
act everyone got married. The movies largely made the 
fourth act redundant because the audience knew the lovers 
were going to get married. I think this quickness of perception 
is happening again but what is a little alarming is that the 
discovery is being made in night clubs or in Greenwich Vil- 
lage cellars or in San Francisco coffee houses — not on 
Broadway.

PALM BEACH, Fia., Feb. 20. 


ACTORS, successful actors, 
have a major problem. The 
money comes tumbling in but 
when April 15 rolls around they 
discover that the tax ferrets 
have gnawed large, gaping holes 
in it and it doesn’t exist as a 
tangible. Leif Erickson has con- 
quered his problem. And, if he 
didn’t wish to, he would never 
have to work again. Hearing 
this from someone, I dropped 
backstage at the Royal Poinciana 
Playhouse here and visited Leif 
in his dressing room. He said, 
yes, that was so. He had some 
houses going for him. What’s 
more, he designed them. 

“It began during the war,” he 
said. “I was stationed at Pensa- 
cola, Fla., and found it a wonder- 
ful place. I was a chief petty 
officer and whenever I had a 
leave, I'd wander around Pen- 
sacola sort of stashing away im- 
pressions of it. Then I met a 
Pensacola girl and at the end of 
the war we were married. I 
told her I wanted to live in Pen- 
sacola and fly to New York or 
Hollywood when jobs came up, 
but that I'd like a business going 
for me while waiting for profes- 
sional engagements. She agreed 
that made sense and after root- 
ing around we found some prop- 
erty near the Pensacola base 
and bought it. It cost $600. 

“Then I scrounged around and 
found that I could either put up 
or borrow about $80,000 against 
buildings, so I sat down and de- 
signed a Japanese type house, 
with sliding walls.

By sliding the walls 
around you can have either one 
big room, two medium rooms or 
four total rooms. Thus I had 
eight apartments for rent. An 
architect carried my designs out 
into scaled blueprints and I built 
the four at $22,000 each.

Child Needs Time 
For Natural Growth ° 


LONG AGO in one of our magazines there was a full page 
@lustration under which was placed the quotation: 
“Standing with reluctant feet 
Where the brook and river meet.” 

It showed g young girl 
in a white dress, her hair 
drawn into a knot at the 
nape of her neck, on her 
face a look of wistful won- 
der. One arm was ralsed 
toward the bough of an 
apple tree in blossom. At 
her feet flowed a brook 
and beyond one glimpsed 
a river. 

At the time it was pub- 
lished nobody needed to 
have the picture explained. 
One grasped at once that 
it typified the young girl 
fearful of the unknown 
river and reluctant to leave 
the safe little brook of her 
youth and innocence. 

It illustrated a lot more 
than that. It was a picture 
of the humorless sentimen- 
tality of an era. I doubt 
that it was true to the psychology of adolescence even then, 
however true it may have been of the sentimental packaging 
the Victorians gave it.

In my experience I have never found young girls 
quite that reluctant. From what I’ve read, I gather 
that they never were. There were always Juliets and 
Mirandas and Rosalinds, who recognized instantly a 
good man when they saw one, and who showed con- 
siderable eagerness to get to the river. So much for 
truth. They, however, were not children. 


Today’s picture’ would show a child of 9 or 10, with a 
permanent wave and falsies, her eyes heavily made up, run- 
ming to dive into the river. I feel sorry for the child, and I 
blame the mother. 

I am not talking about cases of true sexual precocity 
which are relatively rare and which require clinical help. 
They are usually accompanied by other aberrations, the full 
horror of which is described by Henry James in “The Turn 
of the Screw’’ and by Bernanos in “‘The Diary of a Country 
Priest” and ‘‘Mouchette.”’ 

I am talking about the average child who needs a few 
years of undisturbed quiet in which to develop her personality, 
just as a fruit or a flower or any young animal needs to follow 
its own rhythm and needs time for its natural growth, Any one 
of these things may be stimulated to a more rapid develop- 
ment, but something is lost: some flavor in the fruit, some 
perfume in the flower, some soundness in the animal. Forcing 
does not produce real maturity; there is a coarseness in the 
grain. 

If a plant is to make a good root growth, it has to be 
kept in the shade for a time. How many times you see bulbs 
that have received too much sun too soon and have. grown 
so rapidly that they couldn’t produce a flower! 


Today the problem is difficult. Pressures from tele- 
vision, magazines, Hollywood and advertisers require a cor- 
responding pressure of resistance from the family to keep the 
house from caving in, to provide shelter and space in which 
a child may grow in simplicity and peace. 


I blame the parents who not only lack the stamina 
to exert this protective pressure, but who themselves 
have such false standards, such cheap ambitions for 
the popularity of their children, that they end up by 
sacrificing the children. There seems no limit to the 
silliness of some mothers. Or of some fathers, for 
that matter, as was illustrated in “The Death of a 
Salesman.” 


Parents have scoffed that no. child is innocent, no child 
has ever been innocent. I refer them to an article in Charm 
Magazine of last December, by Francois Mauriac, Nobel Prize 
winner, who is generally accepted as a great dissector of the 
evil of the human heart, and no sprinkler of rose-water. 

Mauriac speaks of the complete innocence of his own 
childhood, surrounded by a loving family. And he seems to 
think that it was a great boon.

WE LIKE TO THINK of the 
Civil War as the last romantic 
war—as a sort of gallant duel 
between gentlemen. There was 
a@ certain aura of “swords and 
roses’ in the East, but west of 
the Mississippi, quite a different 
atmosphere prevailed. Here the 
fighting was grim, relentless and 
utterly savage. 

Nowhere is this more true 
than in the bloody war-within-a- 
war that raged along the Kansas- 
Missouri border. There the peo- 
ple did not even wait for the 
bombardment of Fort Sumter. 
As early as 1855, anti-slavery 
raiders from’ Kansas, known as 
“‘jayhawkers,”” invaded western 
Missouri, looting, burning 
and killing. Missouri ‘‘bush 
whackers” in turn made devas- 
tating guerilla forays into Kan- 
sas. 

One man rapidly came to domi- 
nate this border war: William 
Clarke Quantrill, chief of the 
Missouri bushwhackers. For 
dashing boldness and murderous 
ferocity his raids into Kansas had 
no parellel. 

As a boy, he is said to have 
delighted in nailing snakes to 
trees and torturing dogs and 
cats. But he received a good 
education for his day, and after 
time spent as a teacher, farmer, 
teamster and gold miner, settled 
in Lawrence, Kan. 

Following the outbreak of full- 
scale hostilities along the border, 
Quantrill joined one of the Mis- 
souri bushwhacker bands, then 
formed his own outfit. His spec- 
tacular forays gained him recog- 
nition as head of all the guer- 
rillas. 

Those who knew Quantrill in 
Lawrence afterward. recalled 
that he did not appear to possess 
any special ability. But Kansans 
have tended to underrate him. 
A guerrilla testified that, with one 
or two exceptions Quantrill was 
the ‘‘fastest draw,’’ best shot and 
finest horséman of all the bush- 
whackers. 


Quantrill’s band was com- 
posed of tough young Missouri- 
ans with Southern sympathies 
who resented jayhawker raids, 
and of border ruffians and 
outlaws like Quantrill himself. 
A Confederate general said all 
of them were killers who 
“deemed the life of a man less 
than that of a sheep - killing 
dog.” 

Quantrill and his men saw 
duty with Confederate troops at 
the battles of Independence and 
Lone Jack, Mo., and at Prairie 
Grove, Ark. It was after the 
Independence clash that Quan- 
trill received a Confederate cap- 
tain’s commission, but he and 
his men resisted all efforts to 
have them join the regular forces 

pn a permanent basis. They were 
more interested in their personal 
war with the Kansas and Mis- 
souri Unionists than in the South- 
ern cause as such. 

The bushwhackers dressed in 
picturesque guerrilla shirts — 
loose, gaudily beaded blouses 
worn over their ordinary clothes. 
Much of the time, however, they 
wore captured Federal uniforms. 

After each foray they scattered 
with their loot into the rugged 
hills of western Missouri. The 
intensely pro-Southern people of

heroic defenders against the jay- 
hawkers, and so sheltered them 
and helped them evade the Union 
pursuit columns 

By the spring of 1863, Quantrill, 
with several hundred men unde: 
his command, was at the peak of 
his power and confidence. And he 
began laying ptans for what was 
to be his most famous and am- 
bitious undertaking: the raid on 
Lawrence 

For years the people of west 
ern Missouri had made no secret 
of their determination to wipe 
out Lawrence. To them the town 
was the citadel of Kansas aboli- 
tionism, the symbol of all they 
hated. When Quantril! an- 
nounced, “Let's go to Lawrence 
—we can get more revenge, and 
more money there than anywhere 
else,’’ his men required no fur- 
ther urging. 

On Aug. 19, 
bushwhackers gan marching 
westward. Along the way 150 
more joined them — the largest 
force of its kind assembled un- 
der one command during the Civ- 
il War. Late in the afternoon 
they crossed the border, favored 
by a tragic failure in Union bor- 
der defenses. Notified by a 
scout that a large body of guer- 
rillas was entering the state, the 
commander, 
Quantrill,

The first inkling the sleeping 
townspeople had of the bush- 
whackers was the rattle of gun- 
fire, the pounding of hoofs and 
the agonized screams of the 
wounded and dying.

They approached 
cautiously, but the occupants, be- 
wildered by the sudden on- 
slaught, possessed neither the 
will nor the means to defend the 
place. One guest, Capt. A. R. 
Banks, waved a white sheet from 
a window and called for Quan- 
trill, who rode forward. 

“What is your Object in coming 
to Lawrence?” cried Banks. 

“Plunder!” replied Quantrill. 

“We are defenseless and at 
your mercy. The house is sur- 
rendered,

verse,”’ Modern telescopes have 
given us a much better idea of 
the true universe. More than 
a billion galaxies, some of them 
larger than our Milky Way and 
some smaller, are believed to 
be within range of the Palomar 


telescope. 


A million is a large number, 
and we must forgive astrono- 


mers if they have not made an 


exact count of the many millions 
of galaxies. 
It is necessary to use esti- 


mates. Close counts are made 


| of the sky, as shown on photo 
|| graphs. From these counts, esti- 


mates for all sections are made. 
It is believed that the results 
are close to the truth. 

In much the game way, we 
estimate the number/’of true 


stars (or distant suns) in the 
Milky Way. In parts of the 
Milky Way, the stars are clus- 
tered so closely that the best 
telescope fails to make them 
distinct. 

It has been estimated that 
our galaxy, the Milky Way, con- 
tains about a billion stars. If a 
baby could start counting on the 
day of hig birth, and if he 
counted one star each second 
of day and night, he would have 
to live 3140 years to count that 
number.
